Membership Report

One of our highest priorities this year is to increase our membership.  As you can see from the
membership numbers from last year we have a lot to do.

National Guard news, highlights and legislative updates
Election analysis

The results of the recent election will likely not
have a serious impact on the defense authorizing or
appropriating committees.  None of the members of
the Senate Armed Services Committee have left the
Senate, and only two members of the Senate
Appropriations Committee won’t be returning.  Both
Sen. Ben Nighthorse Campbell and Sen. Fritz
Hollings did not seek re-election.

On the House side, five members of the Armed
Services Committee will not be returning.  They are
Ed Schrock (VA), Jim Turner (TX), Ciro Rodriguez
(TX), Baron Hill (IN) and Charles Stenholm (TX).
On the House Appropriations Committee, George
Nethercutt (WA) and David Vitter (LA) are not
returning.

The rosters of all the committees will undergo
some change as committee assignments are made
for incoming Senators and representatives.

The demographics of the 109th Congress do not
significantly differ from the 108th, other than the ad-
dition of five women in the House of Representatives
and Senator-elect Barak Obama as the only African
American member of the Senate.  Only 31% of sena-
tors and 25% of representatives in the new Congress
have military service in their resumes.

Senate Leadership
Sen. Harry Reid of Nevada has been named the

Minority Leader of the 109th  Congress, succeeding
Sen. Tom Daschle of South Dakota.  Sen. Richard J.
Durbin, D-Ill., will likely succeed Sen. Reid as the
Minority Whip.  He had been competing for the
position with Sen. Bryan Dorgan of North Dakota.
However, Sen. Dorgan has announced that he will
remain in his current position as chairman of the
Democratic Policy Committee.  Formal elections for
the leadership positions will take place when the
Senate reconvenes.

Resolutions Passed at Annual Conference
Delegates considered 148 resolutions and passed

104 - including a joint resolution to make Tricare
coverage for Guard and Reserve members and their
families permanent - at the NGAUS General
Conference.

One resolution would allow active-duty Title 32
Guardsmen to receive retired medical benefits equal
to those of Title 10 active duty soldiers and airmen.

Delegates also passed a resolution urging the
Department of Veterans Affairs (VA) and House
Veterans Affairs Committee (HVAC) to work
together to benefit veterans. NGAUS has received
numerous thank you messages from Congress for
passing this resolution.

Even with Congress in session, seven House and
Senate staff members participated in the process.
The complete list of resolutions is available at
www.ngaus.org.

Retiree/Veterans Focus
The NGAUS legislative staff discussed with the

HVAC the easing of bureaucratic hurdles facing
veterans when they’re released from the Defense
Department and come under the VA’s purview.

Suggested remedies included the issuance of
electronic DD Form 214s, electronic transfer of
medical records between the Defense Department
and VA and increased accessibility to a veteran’s
service history and environmental exposure between
the two agencies.

Given the growing number of veterans in the
association, NGAUS will continue to stay engaged in
this issue and let our members know of any progress.

Appropriations Update
The national debt ceiling is a major concern for

Congress.  Some experts expect Republican leaders
to add language to the omnibus spending bill to allow
an increase in the national debt.  Adding this language
could diminish support for the bill, especially among
fiscal conservatives who want to hold the FY 2005
Appropriations at $821.9 billion.  Treasury Depart-
ment officials have told Congress that they must pass
approval of an increase in the $7.4 trillion debt limit to
avoid disrupting the government’s ability to borrow.

When Congress returns from Recess, one of the
biggest issues it faces is continued funding for the war
in Iraq as well as passing the nine remaining
appropriations bills.  According to Congressional
Quarterly, the current operations in Iraq and
Afghanistan cost approximately $5 billion dollars a
month.  Consequently, the President is expected to
send a substantial supplemental spending bill to the
Congress for consideration.

The House has passed each of the 13
appropriations bills except for the VA-HUD spending
measure (HR 5041). The Senate, meanwhile, has
passed only six of its bills. Only four spending bills -
the defense (PL 108-287), District of Columbia (HR
4850), Homeland Security (HR 4567 - H Rept 108-
774) and military construction (HR 4837 - H Rept
108-773) measures - have been enacted so far.

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Blum: Guard transformation would survive cutbacks

The National Guard is adopting historic new roles
in national defense and plans on making the changes
permanent, according to the Guard’s chief.

Lt. Gen. H Steven Blum said the organization
already was established as an essential and
indispensable part of the national security apparatus,
adding that he is not concerned that the window of
opportunity to radically change the National Guard
would close if defense spending shrinks.

“If funding were to dry up, I wouldn’t be
concerned because the Guard’s approach makes
more sense. We have the capacity to defend the
country at a fraction of the cost, when needed,” Blum
said in an interview with National Defense. “We are
the best defense bargain … In a time of reduced
resources, we become more of a solution.”

Blum added that he was not worried about talk of
expanding the number of active service troops, a
move that could potentially take some of the
emphasis off the National Guard and Reserves.

“The total force concept makes the two parallel,”
Blum said. “[Active and Guard capabilities] are
mutually supporting; each makes the other stronger. I
think we can do both without risking the success of
the active forces for the National Guard, or the
Guard’s success for the active.”

One way Blum is solidifying the Guard’s expanded
role is forming specially trained units, like civil support
teams, weapons of mass destruction response teams
and anti-ballistic missile crews.

The National Guard also has played leading roles in
running national security events, interagency efforts
that include party conventions, presidential funerals
and meetings of world leaders. At the G8 summit, a
National Guard commander had a lead role in the
entire operation, which included Navy warships,
SEAL teams and local police. It was, he said in a
speech to the National Guard Association of the

United States, a proud milestone.
The growing demands on and of the Guard and

reserve have also manifested themselves in
increasing funds for equipment. The Defense
Appropriations Act included $63 million for UH-60L
Black Hawk helicopters, $42.5 million for heavy
trucks, $11.4 million for the Guard and reserve’s
firefighting equipment. The Air National Guard
scored $21 million for F-16 engine upgrades, $5.6
million for on-board oxygen generating systems and
$8.4 million for airborne friend-or-foe identifying
equipment.

Blum believes the Guard will achieve parity with
the active force, “because they need us.” Capitol Hill
appears to be listening. The amount of money added
for National Guard equipment upgrades exceeds
$557 million.

Despite concern for recruitment, retention and

Maj. Gen. Donald C. Storm, the Adjutant General
for Kentucky, announced October 1 that the Ken-
tucky National Guard has exceeded its recruiting
goals for fiscal year 2004.

As of 12:01 a.m., the Kentucky National Guard’s
total end strength was 7,587, surpassing the National
Guard Bureau’s recruiting objective for Kentucky of
7,575. Today’s figures represent a net gain over last
year of more than 350 Soldiers in the Kentucky Army
National Guard and more than 29 Airmen in the Ken-
tucky Air National Guard during the Federal fiscal
year 2004.

“From the day I was appointed as the Adjutant
General of the Kentucky National Guard, personnel
strength has been our number one priority,” said Gen.
Storm.  “The Kentucky Guard needs quality Soldiers

Memorandum for Officers and Non-Commissioned Officers of the Kentucky National Guard

As I write this letter I want each of you to know that during the past three years Kentucky has continued to have a
higher percentage of our National Guard soldiers and airmen mobilized than any other state.  The magnificent response of
the Kentucky Army and Air National Guard in support of the Global War on Terrorism (GWOT) demonstrated once again
why this country needs to maintain a strong National Guard.  However, because there is always an intense competition for
defense resources, history teaches that the Guard may be neglected without an effective voice at the national level.  It
takes an ongoing effort to educate decision-makers and legislators about the role of the Guard and to insure that our
personnel and equipment requirements are fully understood when the defense budget is enacted.  Therefore, I encourage
each of you to consider joining and supporting organizations that advance the goals and purposes of the National Guard.

The National Guard Association of Kentucky (NGAKy), the Enlisted Association of the National Guard of Kentucky
(EANGKy), and the National Guard Association of the United States (NGAUS) are three examples of private
organizations that work specifically to maintain a strong National Guard.  The efforts of organizations like these and others have contributed greatly to the ability of
Kentucky National Guard units to meet their mission requirements and have also assisted greatly in improving the quality of life of the soldiers and airmen who make up
those units.  Most critically, they have also helped to preserve the Guard’s capabilities during periods of military downsizing.

While I personally believe that active participation in these types of organizations is an effective way to help in maintaining a strong National Guard, membership in
professional organizations is a personal decision and no member of this organization will in any way receive different treatment because of his or her decision regarding
membership.  I therefore encourage each of you to learn more about these organizations and to seriously consider participating.

PURPOSE – The purpose of the Kentucky Na-
tional Guard Historical Foundation (KNGHF) Essay
Contest is to encourage today’s young people to de-
velop awareness of the origin and the responsibilities
of freedom and provide the participants with the op-
portunity to improve their skills in writing, composi-
tion, grammar, punctuation and spelling.

GENERAL RULES – The KNGHF Essay Con-
test is divided into two levels: High School and State.
Each contestant is to prepare one original essay. Lim-
ited guidance from teachers, parents, or interested
parties is permitted. No more than three essays may
be submitted from each high school.

Any quotations or copyright materials used in the
essay must be properly identified. The KNGHF will
not assume the responsibility for the usage of such
materials. Failure to identify non-original material will
result in disqualification.

The KNGHF has the right to edit, publish, or other-
wise duplicate any essay entered into the contest
without payment to the author. The essay must be
written in English.

QUALIFICATIONS – All Kentucky high
school 11th and 12th graders are eligible to participate.
Participants must enter the contest through their high
schools.

CONTEST RULES – The official subject shall
be “Freedom Is Not Free.” Failure to write on the of-
ficial subject will result in disqualification. The official
title “Freedom Is Not Free” shall be at the top of the
first page of the manuscript.

One Entry Cover Data Sheet (reverse side) must
accompany the essay. Failure to indicate total num-
ber of words on the Entry Cover Data Sheet will re-
sult in a 5-point deduction.  The essay must be type-
written and double-spaced (Five points will be de-
ducted for failure to double space.).

The essay shall contain no more than 500 words
but no less than 400 words. In determining the num-
ber of words, every word must be counted regardless
of length. In footnotes containing quotations, the
quoted material must be counted as part of the text.
(One point for each 5 words over or under the speci-
fied number will be deducted for failure to stay within
the prescribed number of words.)

Every page of the entry must be numbered con-
secutively starting with the first page of the manu-
script.

Brig. Gen. Henry C. Morrow, former assistant
adjutant general for Air for the Kentucky National
Guard, has been selected as the Mobilization Assistant
to the Commander, North American Aerospace
Defense Command, located at Peterson Air Force
Base, Colorado, Kentucky Adjutant General Maj.
Gen. Donald C. Storm announced Sept. 28.

Gen. Morrow will be the senior National Guard
officer at NORAD and will advise the commander
and his staff on the wartime and peacetime
operational capabilities of the National Guard.

“Gen. Morrow is a fine officer and well deserving
of this position,” Gen. Storm said.  “His contributions
have helped transform the Kentucky National Guard into a viable force in the face
of the War on Terror and no doubt will represent the National Guard well in this
new position.”

Gen. Morrow will remain affiliated with the Kentucky National Guard, but will
be assigned to NORAD.  Brig. Gen. Select Robert Yaple will assume Gen.
Morrow’s former duties while a nationwide search is conducted for a permanent
replacement.

The general received his Air Force commission through the Reserve Officer
Training Corps program at Clemson University in South Carolina in 1977.  He
continued his education in Europe at Embry Riddle University, completing a
master’s degree in Aeronautical Science in 1984.  A distinguished graduate from
Undergraduate Pilot Training, he served in the Air Force as an F-111 and an F-16
instructor pilot.

His flying assignments include two tours in Europe - one in the F-111F and one
in the F-16.  He completed Fighter Weapons School in 1985 and was assigned to
Hill Air Force Base, Utah, as a squadron and wing weapons officer.  After joining
the Texas Air National Guard, he rose to positions including commander of the
182nd Fighter Squadron and the 149th Fighter Wing Operations Group.  He
served as director of operations for Headquarters, Texas Air National Guard;
vice wing commander for the 147th Fighter Wing in Houston; and wing
commander for the 149th Fighter Wing in San Antonio.

Gen. Morrow joined the Kentucky Air National Guard in March 2002 as chief
of staff, Headquarters, KyANG.  He is a combat veteran and command pilot with
over 3,000 hours in trainer and fighter aircraft.

under this program will begin once the member’s eli-
gibility for 180 days of transitional Tricare coverage
under the TAMP program ends.  Members who
served on active duty in support of a contingency op-
eration for 90 days or more on or after Sept. 11, 2001,
and were released from active duty before Oct. 28,
2004, or within 180 days of that date, may enter into
an agreement to serve continuously in the selected
reserve for a period of one or more years and begin
participation in this program at that time.  These
members must enter into this agreement to serve in
the selected reserve within one year of Oct. 28, 2004.

Congress requires implementation of the new
Tricare standard enrollment program by April 26,
2005.  Winkenwerder stated, “We have already be-
gun working on these provisions and will implement
them on time.”

Additional information on the new permanent
Tricare provisions to include start dates, benefits and
requirements under each of the new permanent pro-
visions will be posted on the Tricare web site at http://
www.tricare.osd.mil/ and the reserve affairs Web
site at http://www.defenselink.mil/ra as soon as each
is ready to begin.

eliminates the Survivor Benefit Plan (SBP)
“Widow’s Tax.”  This was one of NGAUS’
legislative priorities and we are pleased the Congress
saw fit to correct this inequity.

Under SBP, a retiree pays a premium so that the
surviving spouse can collect 55% of the retiree’s
pension after the retiree dies.  The 55% amount was
reduced to 35% when the surviving spouse turned 62
and collected Social Security.

Under the new law, the Social Security offset is
phased out starting in 2005.  Here is the phase-out
schedule:
* From September 2005 through March 2006 the
spouse will receive 40 percent
* From April 2006 through March 2007 the spouse
will receive 45 percent
* From April 2007 through March 2008 the spouse
will receive 50 percent
* From April 2008 on the spouse will receive 55
percent of the retiree’s pension

Many retires opted not to buy into the SBP because
of the Social Security offset.  Therefore, Congress
has authorized an “open season” for retirees who
may now want to buy into SBP.  The open enrollment
period begins October 1, 2005 and lasts for one year
only.  Premiums will be based on a formula that
includes the total amount of premiums that would
have been paid had the retiree initially enrolled, plus
interest, plus any other reasonable additional fees
deemed necessary by the Secretary of Defense.

Since this is a major change to the SBP, each
individual is likely to have questions about his or her
specific circumstance.  According to the SBP expert
at HQ Army, DoD has not yet issued any guidance on
implementation of the changes and officials
anticipate it will be Spring before details are sent out.
Members are encouraged to periodically check the
Army’s webpage at www.armyg1.army.mil and
click on retirement services.  Because this is a DoD
program, information will be consistent across the
services.

Tricare benefits improved significantly for Reservists
The National Defense Authorization Act for fiscal

2005, signed by the President yesterday, improves
significantly the overall health benefits available to
guardsmen, reservists and their families and makes
permanent several of the Tricare benefits authorized
“temporarily” under defense legislation last year
while extending secretarial authorization for others.

“Our reservists and guardsmen who are called to
duty and their families deserve these great new ben-
efits for their service to their country,” said Dr. Will-
iam Winkenwerder Jr., assistant secretary of defense
for health affairs.  “We welcome these new Tricare
provisions as a means to improve active and reserve
component force readiness and to enhance family
member access to care.”

For reserve component members with delayed ef-
fective date orders to serve on active duty in support
of a contingency operation for more than 30 days, the
new legislation permanently authorizes Tricare eligi-
bility for up to 90 days prior to member’s activation
date for eligible members and their families.  It also
makes permanent a 180-day transitional Tricare
health benefit after deactivation for Transitional As-
sistance Management Program (TAMP) eligible
members and their families.  Members must also now
receive a comprehensive physical examination prior
to separating from active duty service.

The legislation also authorizes waiver of the

The term “weekend warriors” no longer applies to
today’s National Guardsmen and reservists, the De-
fense Department’s top reserve affairs official said.

In many cases, Assistant Secretary of Defense for
Reserve Affairs Thomas Hall said in an interview
Nov. 4, today’s reservists and guardsmen are nearly
full-time participants in the war on terror.

Deployment rates for current operations are
changing the way the reserve components go about
advertising and recruiting. It’s all about managing ex-
pectations, Hall said.

“You really don’t want to set an expectation and
then not meet it,” he said. “You want to tell people up
front that this is what it’s all about.”

Recruiters today need to create a different expec-
tation among prospective guardsmen and reservists,
their families and employers. “That expectation is
you’re not going to be a weekend warrior,” Hall said.
“We’re going to have to use you in a more robust way
in the future.”

He explained that officials are now working to de-
termine what exactly “more robust” means. “Will we
need you once in every five years? Once in every six
years? Will we need you for a year at a time? How
will that affect your lifestyle? How will that affect
your decision to come into the Guard and Reserve?”
Hall asked. “Does your particular type of job allow
you that flexibility? And what will be your employer’s
reaction to that?”

Recruiters are also selling service in the National
Guard and Reserve to families much more than in the
past. “One of the things (recruiters) will tell you is
they’re recruiting the mothers and fathers and grand-
fathers and family. You used to recruit the individual.
But now, you need to convince the mother or father or
the grandfather or the grandmother that their son or
grandson or granddaughter ought to serve. So you

Tricare standard and extra deductibles of reserve
component family members for members ordered to
active duty for more than 30 days and authorizes
Tricare to pay nonparticipating providers up to 115
percent of the Tricare maximum allowable charge,
which enhances continuity of care for these family
members with their civilian providers.  In order to en-
sure seamless implementation of these provisions,
Tricare has extended the Tricare Reserve Family
Demonstration Project through Oct. 31, 2005.  The
demonstration, which began on Sept. 14, 2001, was
due to end Nov. 1, 2004.

Members of the reserve component called after
Sept. 11, 2001, to serve for more than 30 days in sup-
port of a contingency operation, who served or will
continuously serve for 90 or more days, are now
given the opportunity to purchase Tricare standard
healthcare coverage for themselves and their family
members after they demobilize.   The member must
sign an agreement to continue serving for a period of
one year or more in the selected reserve after their
active duty ends. For every 90 days of consecutive
active duty service, the member and family member
may purchase one year of Tricare standard coverage
for the same period they commit to serve in the se-
lected reserves.  Members will be able to purchase
the new Tricare standard coverage on a self-only or
self and family basis.  The Tricare standard coverage

need to talk to the whole family,” Hall said. “So the
advertising of the Guard and Reserve and the way in
which we produce these different advertisements
and talk to people is different than it used to be.”

Another key to keeping recruiting and retention
numbers up is to keep benefits at an attractive level.
The 2005 National Defense Authorization Act,
signed by President Bush Oct. 28, contains a slew of
new and increased medical and education benefits
for reserve component servicemembers, as well as
increases in certain bonuses and allowances.

“The (Defense) Department is committed ... to
continuing to work on benefits and making it very at-
tractive to serve.  So I think people will continue. We
need to watch it, and we’ll continue to watch our re-
cruiting and retention to make sure it’s OK.”

So far it has been OK for manning the Guard and
Reserve. With one exception, the reserve compo-
nents met their recruiting and retention goals for fis-
cal 2004. The Army National Guard finished the year
2 percent below its end-strength target of 350,000
soldiers. The Army Guard came in with 342,000 sol-
diers at the end of fiscal 2004.

And, Hall said, he prefers to look at that figure as
98 percent successful rather than 2 percent failure.

Benefits and recruiting efforts aside, Hall said he
believes what keeps the U.S. military’s reserve com-
ponents stocked with willing and able troops is the
dedication, resolve and patriotism of Americans.

“This country is at war. Every citizen is at war. We
had international terrorists come and murder our citi-
zens and families and children in this country,” he
said. “We’re all committed, so I think this nation has
always responded collectively to the call to colors.”

He said record turnout at Nov. 2’s national elec-
tions is a great example that Americans want to be in-
volved in their country. “Basically, down deep, I find
people are patriotic,” Hall said. “I think we’ll continue
to get the people that we need.”

JAMES TANDY ELLIS

Soldier, Poet, Humorist, Columnist and Raconteur

Twenty-Sixth Adjutant General of Kentucky 1914-1919

Poet, humorist, columnist, raconteur and soldier,
James Tandy Ellis was born June 9, 1868 in the city
of Ghent, Carroll County, Kentucky.  James was the
second son of Dr. Peter Clarkson and Drusilla
(Tandy) Ellis.  In his early years he attended school
at the old Ghent College.  He attended the
Agricultural and Mechanical College, now the
University of Kentucky, in Lexington, where he
received his initial military training.  Ellis continued
his education at the Cincinnati Conservatory of
Music in Ohio.

On June 30, 1898 he married Harriet Bainbridge
Richardson of Lexington.  To this union two children were born; James Tandy
Ellis Jr., who died in infancy, and Drusilla, who died at age five.

While living in Owensboro, Kentucky, and serving as vice-president of the local
water company, Ellis joined the local Guard unit, Company C, 3rd Infantry
Regiment of the Kentucky State Guard.  On November 27, 1900, he was elected
its Captain.  On July 7, 1902, Ellis was elected Major of the 3rd Battalion, 3rd
Infantry, Kentucky State Guard.

Ellis resigned from the Kentucky State Guard on June 30, 1904, taking up
newspaper work in Washington D.C., going there as secretary to Kentucky
Congressman A.O. Stanley.  It is not clear when he returned to Kentucky and the
Guard; however, on January 9, 1912, he was appointed Assistant Adjutant
General, with the rank of Colonel, by Governor James B. McCreary.  He held the
position until his appointment as Adjutant General on September 2, 1914.  Ellis
served in the position of Adjutant General during the war years of the First World
War, under Kentucky Governors McCreary, A.O. Stanley and James A. Black.
He was noted for his use of future Adjutant General and Lieutenant Governor
Maj. Henry Herman Denhardt (1932-35) in stumping, with band and marching
soldiers, for recruits to fight in the “Great War.”

Ellis was a popular lecturer, in demand across the country with his inexhaustible
supply of humorous stories, often interspersed by
his singing folk songs, accompanying himself on the
banjo.  He was a prolific writer, authoring nearly a
dozen books of short sketches and poetry.  He was
a columnist for the Louisville Times, under the
heading “Tang of the South” and “Savor of the
Soil.”  An avid reader, his home contained one of
the largest private libraries in the state, including a
rare collection of Kentuckiana.  Ellis was a
collector of antique dulcimers, harps and
accordions.

Ellis died following a long illness at the age of 74,
on December 9, 1942 at his home in Ghent.  He is
buried in the Ghent Cemetery.

‘Remember the River Raisin!’
By Ken Riley, National Guard Bureau Historical Artwork
Moraviantown, Upper Canada — October 5, 1813

Following Commodore Perry’s success at Lake Erie, a U.S. force
commanded by Gen. William Henry Harrison engaged British troops 75
miles east of Detroit.  His command included a regiment of Kentucky
Mounted Riflemen led by Col. Richard M. Johnson, made up of picked militia
volunteers armed with long Kentucky rifles and tomahawks.  The Kentucky
troops scattered the enemy army — British regulars, and Indians under the
famed Tecumseh.  The Battle of the Thames was revenge for an earlier
massacre of Kentucky militia on the River Raisin.  Coupled with Perry’s
triumph, it ended a series of defeats and helped restore U.S. dominance in the
northwest region.
